PEACE IN CnlNA 
FULLY EAPECTED 


Rumors of Agitation Declared 
Greatly Exaggerated 


Reports of Missionaries in All Parts 
of the Empire State That No 
Repetition of the Boxer 
Movement Is Feared. 


New York, February 18.—In view of 
the many disturbing reports appearing in 
the public press concerning the condi- 
tions in China and the possibility of 
further outbreaks such as those at Tien- 
chow and Shanghai, and the consequent 


anxiety of relatives and friends of mis- 
sionaries tn China, the secretaries of the 
missionary society of the Methodist 
Episcopal church sent cablegrams of in- 
quiry to Bishop Bashford at Shanghal, 


and also to representatives of the sev- 
eral missions of that church at Tien | 
Tsin, north China; Nanking, central | 
China; Chung King, west China, and Foo 
Chow and Hinghua missions. 

All Missions Queried. 

These cablegrams were sent on Thurs- 
day and Friday, February 15 and 16. 
That to Bishop Bashford Covered all 
the Methodist missions in China. He re- 
cently returned from an efficial visit 
to the west China mission, coming down 
the miver through the central China 
mission, whose chief stations are on the 
Yang Tse. In the late fall he spent 
gome weeks in the Foo Chow and Hing- 
hua missions, in the south, where 
thene has been the most agitation among 
the Chinese people. The bishop’s cable- 
gram, dated February i6, is reassuring. 
It is as follows: 

‘all are safe in China. 
apparent. Bashford.”’ 

The response from the mission treas- 
urers in north, central, west and south 
China, dated February 17, are of like 
tenor to that from the bishop: — 

“Ten Tsin—No disturbance. Safe.”’ 

“Nanking—No troupvfe anywhere.” 

“Roo Chow—Foo Chow ang Hinghau 
quiet.” 

“Chung King—All quiet.”’ 

No Apprehension Expressed. 

Not a letter received recently at the 
missionary Office from any Methodist 
missionary in China speaks of any trou- 
ble, or excitement, among the Chinese, 
or expresses any apprehension of an 
outbreak. 

“?’he secretaries of the missionary s0- 
clety add to the foregoing statement the 
following: 

‘“‘As China is in a transition state, and 
the leaven of western ideas is working

Body of King Placed in Final 
Resting Place 


American Minister Was Only Diplo- 
mat at Funeral in Plain Dress. 
Volleys Fired as Coffin 
Was Placed in Sar- 


cophagus. 


Roskilde, Denmark, February !(8.—The 
magnificent old gothic church here pre- 
sented a brilliant spectacle this after- 
noon when King Christian IX, amid the 
thunder of guns, the sonorous tones of 
the organ, and the blare of trumpets, 
was laid to rest with the long line of 
his predecessors on the Danish throne 
whose remains repose in the side of the 
chapels in Roskilde’g red stone fane. 

The coffin lay in the chancel beneath 
a black and gold baldachin supported by 
high officers in full dress uniform. The 
only decoration on {t was a golden 
branch, a tribute from the children of 
Denmark. Leaning against the altar were 
the floral tributes from foreign mon- 
archs and members of the Danish royd? 
famIiPy. 

BlaSe of Gold Lace. 

The choir was filled with members of 
the clergy, whose quaint black gowns 
and white ruffs formed a striking back- 
ground to the blaze of gold-laced: unl- 
forms of the diplomatic body occupying 
the corner of the _ choir. Here Mr. 
O’Brien, the. American minister, in sim- 
Ple evening dress, was a remarkable ex- 
ception. As Mr. O’Brien was personally 
representing President ‘Roosevelt, the 
Danish government had given him an_at- 
tache of henor, M. Scavenius, of the 
foreign office. 

The ijeft of the church was reserved 
for the ministers and _ court officials, 
whilst on the rigxt werg the members 
of the riksdag. The galleries and side 
aisles were filled with ladies. The royal 
party took sats with tla, royal ladies. 
King Frederick sat nearest the altar, 
with Queen Louisa, next to whom sat 
Emperor William, 

The service began with the singing of 
a hymn, and then Dr. Roerdam, primate 
of the Danish church, delivered a fong 
panegyric, touching on the principal in- 
eidents of the king’s reign, dwelling 
on the great economical and political 
strides of the country under his benefi- 
cient rule, and addressing consoling 
words to the many bereaved royal per- 
sonages throughout HBurope. 

Coffin Carried by Officers. 

After the services in the church eight 
officers carried the coffin from the 
chancel across to the Chapel of Fred- 
erick, where the coffin was deposited 
in the sarcophagus. The royal peyson- 
ages followed. Dr. Paull, the ‘court 
ehaplain, read the burial service in strict

FTER remaining in an unconscious 
A state since last Monday 

when he was struck by a passing 
freight train, James T. Thompson, 15 
Earl street, a watchman for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, died early yester- 
day morning at the Grady hospital, where 
he has been under treatment.
